Tho cable map of the world, prepar- 
ed by the United States Navy Depart- 
ment, shows that the Mediterranean is 
thickly netted with cables west ol 
Malta. So is the north Atlantic, be- 
tween the thirty-eight and fifty-fifth 
parallels. The North Sea, the Red 
Sea and the Arabian Sea have many 
cables. The only great unbridged 
spaces are the Pacific, the south Atlan- 
tic and the great stretch of the Indian 
Ocean between Madagascar and Aus- 
tralia. There is no cousiderablo cable 
north of Stockholm or south of Nelson, 
New Zealand. The Black Sea is com- 
pletely girdled by land lines and cross, 
ed by one cable. Tho Gulf Mexico i> 
crossed, though not at its widest by 
several cables, and the waters of the 
West Indies are becoming thickly 
netted with short cables.

Tbo reports from the correspondents 
for tho month of March are very large, 
and differ very much. All that were 
written before the freeze report the 
agricultural interests of the country in 
a very flourishing condition ; all farm 
work well advanced ; farmers ready to 
plant corn, wheat ,rye, oats and bar

kinds were far advanced ; 
about ready for grazing; gardens 
everywhere being planted; in fael, 
every kind of vegetation indicated 
that winter was over. Those thai 
were written after the freeze aro very 
different : The condition of the wheat 
crop is somewhat uncertain; all 

sown w heat, "that which was jointing,' 
has been killed, but that it will stool 
up and make some wheat, and that the 
late sown wheat is considerably 
damaged, and looks very badly froM 
burned. A few warm days will soon 
tell all— that it is killed. I will not 
undertake to make a per cent, of iis 
present condition of the corp, for 
to add up all of my reports, 
"those written before the freeze 
and those written after," will not 
give a correct statement. I will, 
therefore, wait another month, as there 
are a number of good farmers who 
say they cannot tell the damage mil 
after the warm rains. The conditio 
of the rye and barley crop is very 
similar to that of wheat; rye, being a 
much hardier crop, is not damaged as 
much ; but as they were all growing so 
rapidly and so full of sap, the freeze 
coming so suddenly, some thiuk they 
have all suffered alike. 

CLOVER. 

Nearly all the correspondeni 
young clover all killed. This will be 
a very heavy loss to the farmers, as 
the seed was very high. A corre- 
spondent for Clark county writes: 
'•Young clover all killed, and old 
clover fields that were up are laid low, 
and smell like clover hay spoiling in 
summer" 

OATS. 

A correspondent from Stanford, 
Lincoln county, writes: "Oat crop 
generally killed by the late freeze; 
many are rcsowing." This is tho 
report of nearly all of the corre- 
spondent 5 in regard to the oat crop. I 
would advise not to be in too great a 
hurry to resow where the oats aro not 
lifted out of the ground by the late 
freeze, but to wait for 
I have examined some that I think 
will come again; where they were 
well covered they will likely stand the 
freeze better. There was an average 
crop sown. Nearly every correspoud- 
wrltes: "Fruit of all kinds killed, 
except some late apples," but I think 
the grapes are not all killed, nor all 
the strawberrieis and raspberries. 
Tho prevailing impression among 
some fruit men is that the peach trees 
are all killed; some think that all 
except the one and two-year-olds. 

HARDENS. 

So many men thought that winter 
was over, and planted a number of 
vegetables, such as peas, onions, beets, 
early corn, all of which they have lost, 
and will be compelled to plant over 
again. Onions that were planted last 
fall were bit down by the freeze, and 
most of the potatoes which were 
planted have rotted in the ground. 

A correspondent from Germantown 
writes : "Tobacco plants aud fruit all 
killed; resowing our tobacco beds.' 
The reports vary as to tobacco beds 
although there are a great many 
similar to the one above. Where beds 
were well protected there were a great 
many saved. 

CATTLE. 

The number of two-year-old cattle 
that have been carried over and v 
be put to grazing the coming seasot 
fully up to, if not above an avorage 
former seasons. There is an increase 
In per cent, over last year ; per cent., 98 

The number of ewes are smaller 
than last year, but an increase of lambs 
on account of the very mild winter ; 
per cent., 99 

HOGS. 

Hog cholera !ias been prevailing in 
somo counties. Montgomery has lost 
a great many ; also Madison, Clark and 
others that I could mention. The 
numbor of sows for breeding purposes 
has increased since last year, which 
will begin to make up the shortage of 
the hog crop. All other kinds of 
stock are in good condition and looking 
well ; no disease reported except |n 
some few places ; correspondents re- 
port distemper among tho horses; pei 
cen 1 .. 90.
